The  aim  of  the  division  is  to  give  students  com- 
petency in  written  and  oral  composition  and  to  aid 
them  in  the  interpretation,  understanding,  and  ap- 
preciation of  literature  and  the  fine  arts.  Art  and 
music  have  been  areas  through  which  man  has  ex- 
pressed himself  since  the  beginning  of  time.  The 
history  of  art  is  involved  with  the  history  of  ideas;  the 
desire  to  make  a  form,  as  well  as  to  illustrate  an 
idea,  reveals  personal,  social,  and  philosophic 
values,  interests,  and  attitudes  throughout  the 
course  of  history.  The  courses  in  music  aim  to 
enlighten  the  student  by  three  procedures:  first,  by 
exposing  him  to  the  technical  knowledge  which 
forms  the  foundation  for  further  musical  study; 
second,  by  helping  him  to  develop  proficiency  in  his 
specialized  field  of  applied  music;  third,  by  en- 
deavoring to  instill  in  him  a  genuine  appreciation  for 
all  types  of  music  through  a  study  of  its  history,  its 
composers,  and  its  form.  A  study  of  art  and  music 
thus  becomes  a  means  of  communication,  self- 
expression  and  understanding.

The  young  Bobcats,  under  the  tutelage  of  first  year 
coach  Clyde  "Soupy"  Campbell,  posted  a  7-3  season 
record.  The  Bobcats,  a  question  mark  under  a  new  coach, 
and  with  several  freshmen  in  key  positions,  opened  the 
season  with  two  easy  wins  over  the  ASU  JVs  and  the 
Western  Carolina  University  JVs,  but  then  were  shocked  by 
Newport  News  Apprentice  as  the  Shipbuilders  upset  Lees- 
McRae,  17-3.  The  Bobcats,  still  in  a  tailspin  from  the  Ap- 
prentice loss,  traveled  to  New  York  to  post  a  17-28  loss  to 
the  Nassau  Community  Lions.  The  Bobcats  bounced  back 
with  a  surprising  victory  over  highly  favored  Chowan  at 
Homecoming,  21-14.  The  Bobcats  thrilled  the  Homecom- 
ing crowd  with  a  staunch  defense  and  an  offensive  outburst 
that  thoroughly  dominated  the  favored  Chowan  Braves.  It 
would  be  the  first  loss  for  Chowan,  who  came  into  the 
game  5-0  and  sporting  a  win  over  the  Ferrum  Panthers  the 
week  before.  The  Bobcats  went  on  a  scoring  spree  against 
the  Carson-Newman  JVs,  24-6,  romped  past  the  N.C. 
State  University  JVs,  30-0,  clobbered  Coastal  Conference 
opponent  Westchester,  26-0,  and  shellacked  the  Potomac 
State  Catamounts  of  the  Coastal  Conference,  49-6. 
Ferrum  burst  the  Bobcats'  bubble  with  a  10-6  victory  at 
Ferrum  which  earned  Ferrum  a  tie  for  the  Coastal  Con- 
ference championship  and  the  right  to  host  the  East  Bowl. 
A  Bobcat  victory  would  have  insured  Lees-McRae  of  the 
East  Bowl  or  kept  them  in  the  national  bowl  picture.

Nassau  Numbs  Lees-McRae  28-17 

The  Nassau  Lions  stunned  Lees-McRae  on  two  miscues  in  the  kicking  game 
to  take  a  28-17  Coastal  Conference  victory  over  the  Bobcats  in  Hofstra 
Stadium  in  New  York.  The  Bobcats,  leading  10-7  on  a  19-yard  field  goal  by 
Russ  Carpentieri,  and  an  18-yard  pass  from  Mark  Driscoll  to  Curtis  Williams, 
saw  their  lead  vanish  as  Carpentieri  had  a  punt  blocked  on  the  20-yard  line  and 
the  Lions  scored  with  three  seconds  remaining  in  the  half,  and  took  a  14-10 
lead  to  the  dressing  room  at  halftime.  The  Bobcats,  trailing  21-17,  suffered 
another  setback  when  Carpentieri  fumbled  a  snap  from  center  on  a  punt  and 
Nassau  recovered  on  the  nine-yard  line  and  scored  to  go  up  28-17  to  ice  the 
contest.  The  Bobcat  offense  got  on  track  as  they  rolled  up  19  first  downs  with 
211  yards  rushing  and  176  yards  passing  and  dominated  play  with  81  offensive 
plays  for  only  66  for  Nassau.  However,  the  opportunistic  Lions  capitalized  on 
the  Bobcat  mistakes  to  take  the  Coastal  Conference  victory. 


'80  Bobcats  Win  Opener  24-7 


Bobcats  Upset  Braves,  21-14 


It's  nice  to  win  the  first  game  of  the  season  but  the  victory  is  even  sweeter 
when  it's  your  debut  as  a  new  coach,  as  five  coaches  will  attest  after  the  season 
opener  between  Lees-McRae  and  the  ASU  JVs.  Head  Coach  "Soupy" 
Campbell,  assistants  Jim  Collins.  Don  Dunn.  Gayland  Welbom  and  Jim  Crow- 
der had  some  anxious  moments  in  the  first  quarter,  as  the  Bobcats  bobbled  the 
ball  on  two  costly  turnovers,  lost  an  intercepted  pass  and  a  fumbled  punt  return, 
interrupting  their  momentum.  Curtis  Williams  picked  up  124  yards  rushing  in 
21  attempts,  but  he  never  crossed  the  goal  line  as  Paul  Zdanek  did  the  scoring 
on  a  56-yard  pass  from  Mark  Driscoll.  Hunter  Jenkins  had  a  25-yard  run, 
Charles  Couch,  a  16-yard  run,  and  Russ  Carpentieri  added  the  extra  point  and 
booted  a  field  goal. 


In  the  true  Homecoming  tradition,  Lees-McRae  rallied  in  the  final  minutes  to 
shock  fourth  nationally  ranked  Chowan,  21-14,  and  knocked  the  Braves  from 
the  ranks  of  the  unbeaten.  The  Bobcat  offense  exploded  in  the  fourth  quarter. 
scoring  two  TDs  and  the  talented  toe  of  Russ  Carpentieri  kept  Chowan  with 
their  backs  to  the  wall  throughout  the  game,  and  Lees-McRae's  hard-rock 
defense  did  the  rest.  The  Braves,  fresh  from  a  20-7  win  over  Ferrum  and  sup- 
porting a  5-0  record,  could  not  get  their  offense  on  track  as  Martin  Daniel, 
Anthony  Bailey.  Otis  Lindsey,  Bobby  Williams  and  Terry  Cox  turned  in  strong 
defensive  efforts.

John  Hiers  in  seven 
carries  tallied  two  touchdowns  in  rushing  for  1 10  yards,  and  Curtis  Williams  led 
all  rushers  with  125  yards  in  14  trips  with  the  pigskin  and  scored  once  to  lead 
Lees-McRae  in  a  rout  of  Coastal  Conference  rival  Potomac  State,  49-6.  The 
Bobcats'  hard-rock  defense,  led  by  linebackers  Otis  Lindsey,  Phillip  McCall, 
Anthony  Bailey,  Danny  Shutt,  Bobby  Williams,  Joe  Swinford  and  Martin 
Daniel,  Tim  Beeler,  Joe  Walker  and  Ricky  Hill  stopped  Potomac  State  in  the 
first  half.

What  started  out  as  a  battle  of  the  place  kickers  ended  suddenly  in  the  fourth 
quarter  as  Ferrum  College's  Troy  Island  broke  loose  with  a  49-yard  touchdown 
run  to  edge  visiting  Lees-McRae,  10-6,  in  a  Coastal  Conference  clash  that 
decided  the  crown  for  Ferrum.  Ferrum  claimed  a  share  of  the  Coastal  Con- 
ference championship,  with  a  5-1  league  record,  with  Hudson  Valley  who  was 
also  5-1.  Ferrum  would  host  the  East  Bowl  and  Hudson  Valley  accepted  a  post 
season  bid  to  the  Coca  Cola  Bowl.

LMC  Observes  Fifty-First  Commencement

Lees-McRae  College  President  H.C.  Evans,  Jr.  and  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Affairs  James  A.  Stonesifer  conferred 
one  hundred  thirty  degrees  upon  the  1981  Graduation  Class. 
The  Rev.  Albert  Curry  Winn,  Pastor,  Second  Presbyterian 
Church,  Richmond,  Virginia,  delivered  the  morning  address  at 
the  11:00  a.m.  service  in  Williams  Recreational  Center.  Dr.  V 
Robert  Jansen,  Jr.,  Senior  Policy  Advisor  to  the  Honorable 
James  B.  Hunt,  Jr.,  Governor  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
addressed  the  graduates  at  the  2:00  p.m.  ceremony. 

In  the  morning  service.  Rev.  Winn  centered  his  address  on 
the  Greek  word  koinonea.  Winn,  tongue  in  cheek,  stated  that 
the  only  way  he  could  justify  the  strange  and  outlandish  hats 
and  uncomfortable  robes  was  to  throw  around  a  phrase  in 
Latin  or  Greek  to  give  his  address  the  proper  ancient  and 
musty  odor.  "The  second  excuse  1  have  of  using  this  Greek 
word  of  koinonea  is  that  there  is  no  English  word  that  we  can 
use  that  can  possibly  have  the  full  range  and  depth  of  meaning 
that  this  word  has." 

Winn  explored  for  the  next  few  minutes  the  range  and  depth 
of  the  meaning  of  the  word  and  pointed  out  that  ordinarily  the 
word  is  translated  into  the  word  fellowship.  "But  our  English 
word  'fellowship'  has  been  so  cheapened  and  flattened  that  it 
will  hardly  do."  He  illustrated  that  the  Danish  philosophers  had 
a  translation  that  was  deeper  and  on  a  moral  scale.  It  meant 
sharing,  participating,  giving  and  taking  on  the  profound  levels 
of  life,  a  meaning  far  below  the  mere  surface  of  fellowship  and 
camaraderie. 

"The  New  Testament  says,  for  example,  that  Christians  en- 
joy a  real  koinonea  with  Jesus  Christ,  that  they  share  and  par- 
ticipate in  His  joys  and  sufferings.  Then  the  New  Testament 
makes  it  clear  that  Christians  are  supposed  to  have  koinonea 
with  each  other."

Winn  elaborated  on  and  described  an  ideal  community  of 
learning  where  all  its  participants,  faculty  and  students  alike,  seize 
on  a  compelling  goal  and  share  the  joys  and  sufferings  of  that 
community  of  learning.  He  pointed  out  that  every  student  will  be 
a  part  of  this  koinonea,  a  deep  fellowship  of  Lees-McRae. 
Wherever  they  go,  whatever  schools  they  attend,  they  will  always 
take  a  little  part  of  Lees-McRae  with  them. 

"That's  the  redemptive  power  of  koinonea  and  that  is  the 
main,  or  perhaps  the  only  justification  for  a  church  college.  And, 


that  is  the  main,  or  perhaps  the  only  thing  that  redeems  these 
sad  moments  of  parting.  All  of  this  was  said  much  better,"  Winn 
concluded,  "than  I  have  been  able  to  say  it  and  in  much  briefer 
compass,  by  a  minister  in  England,  200  years  ago,  when  he  was 
ready  to  leave  his  congregation  in  a  little  country  church.  He 
wrote  these  words:  'Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds  our  hearts  in  Chris- 
tian love.  The  fellowship  of  kindred  minds  is  like  to  that  above. 
When  we  asunder  part,  it  gives  us  inward  pain,  but  we  shall  be 
joined  in  heart,  and  hope  to  meet  again.'"

Dr.  Jansen  told  the  graduates:  "There  are  problems  which  will  be  the  curative 
spirit  and  an  integrity  of  purpose  such  as  have  never  been  called  for  in  the  history 
of  this  country.  1  should  be  afraid  to  go  forward  if  1  did  not  believe  that  there  lay  at 
the  foundation  of  all  our  schooling  and  of  all  our  thoughts  the  incomparable  and 
unimpeachable  word  of  God. 

"The  providence  of  God  is  the  foundation  of  affairs.  And  only  those  can  guide 
and  only  those  can  follow  who  take  this  providence  of  God  from  the  source 
where  it  is  authentically  interpreted. 

"Today  I  remind  you  that  you  have  received  from  sources  where  it  is  authen- 
tically interpreted,  the  true  foundation  of  all  of  the  affairs  of  men.  Look  at  all  that 
you  have  received  and  meet  the  future  in  the  confidence  that  in  the  providence 
of  God  your  life  can  be  a  source  of  kindness,  of  justice,  and  righteousness  in  the 
earth."

Harrison  Baldwin  and  Ed  Bentley,  whose  lifetime  service  to  Lees-McRae 
spans  68  years,  were  honored  this  year  with  the  renaming  of  Old  Reid  and 
New  Reid  Dormitories.  They  also  served  as  parade  marshals  for  the  1980 
Homecoming  Parade  with  the  theme  "Mountain  Memories." 


A  dedication  dinner  was  held  October  24  honoring  William 
Edward  "Ed"  Bentley,  a  faithful  and  dedicated  employee  of 
Lees-McRae  College  for  34  years  serving  in  the  maintenance 
department  and  as  a  security  guard  and  fish  warden. 

The  Ed  Bentley  Dormitory  was  offically  named  and 
dedicated  by  a  recommendation  of  the  Administrative  Council 
of  Lees-McRae  College  with  unanimous  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Ed  Bentley  was  born  in  Watauga  County  and  is  married  to 
the  former  Ruby  Hodges,  also  of  Watauga  County.  They  have 
two  children.  In  1946  Ed  began  work  at  Lees-McRae  in  the 
maintenance  department.  In  those  early  years  Ed  worked  with 
the  late  Claude  Gilliam  firing  the  boilers  which  was  usually  a  12- 
hour  day,  six  days  a  week,  and  rotated  between  shifts  of  night 
and  day  duty.
